Why such concern for Mr. Chamberlain? 
And what was the Prime Minister's real 
purpose? 

At the time of the Red Army’s liberation 
march into West Ukraine and West Byelo- 
Russia, the American press, taking its cue 
from the Tory Prime Minister’s attack on 
the Soviet Union’s march into Poland as 
“cynical and shocking,” sought to extend its 
pro-war propaganda. Now Mr, Chamberlain 
has stated that the U.S.S.R. was “justified” 
in marching to defend itself from the Nazis. 

But, then, why should Mr. Chamberlain 
be so gratuitous about his present “approval” 
when he expected and had plotted with the 
Nazis to continue marching against the 
Soviet Union? 

The answer is that the British imperial- 
ists were flabbergasted when the Nazis were 
compelled to sign a non-aggression pact 
with the U.S.S.R., and could not march East. 
And so now Mr. Chamberlain is trying to 
split the Soviet Union from its friendly rela- 
tions with Germany in order to get another 
opportunity to incite the U.S.S.R. and Ger- 
many against each other. Flattery is one of 
Britain’s diplomatic weapons. 

Moreover, the Chamberlain government 
cannot count on à frontal attack on the 
U.S.S.R. Public opinion in Great Britain has 
shown evidence of seeing through Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s anti-Soviet game at Munich and 
even in using Poland as a pawn. So the 
Prime Minister makes a hypocritical gesture 
of approval and friendship to the U.S.S.R. 

This will not or cannot blur the main 
issues. All belligerents are responsible for 
the outbreak of this war. The Anglo-French 
imperialists are looking for means to keep 
this imperialist slaughter going, with the ex- 
pectation that the allies can dominate the 
world and win Germany back into the anti- 
Soviet fold. 

The Soviet Union, the bulwark of peace, 
is vigilant against any new conspiracies 
being hatched against it in any form. 


Murphy Finds It 
‘Educational’ 


„ It is very curious that at the moment 
when President Roosevelt calls the publica- 
tion of the list of government employees by 
the Dies Committee a “sordid procedure,” a 
member of his own cabinet, Attorney General 
Frank Murphy, tells the country that the 
Dies Committee is very “educational” and 
that he is “grateful” to it. 

It would appear that in the case of 
Murphy, the country is witnessing one of the 
bad traditions of American political life: that 
saintliness in politics, howsoever genuine, 
generally becomes a cover for reaction. 

When Murphy speaks of the Dies Com- 
mittee’s “educational” value, is he referring 
to the exhibitions it gives of the crude, but 
violent art of fascist provocation? To the 
way it attempts to drug the minds of the 
people with fraud and lies, while laying the 
groundwork for the complete suppression of 
their civil rights? 

Murphy is “grateful” to the Dies Com- 
mittee. And certainly the Dies Committee 
in turn will be “grateful” to Murphy. For 
the Attorney General’s words of praise came 
when the country was becoming thoroughly 
alarmed at Dies’ action against the gov- 
ernment employees. In fact, many reaction- 
ary papers feel it necessary to warn Dies 
that he has just committed what the Herald 
Tribune calls “Blunder No. 1.” 

Of course, what the Tory newspapers 
fear is that Dies is betraying his real aims 
against democracy. They want him to work 


more quietly, to carry out treachery in the 


dark—far from the eyes of the American 
peuple who cherish their liberties so highly. 

Labor and liberals must speak up plainly, 
put a halt to the subversive activities of the 
Dies Committee and see to it that Murphy’s 
Department of Justice ceases being a tool 
for Dies. 

“The New Deal liberals,” Earl Brow- 
der declared the other day, “seem to be sur- 
rendering to the reactionaries of the Mar- 
tin Dies stripe as they did in Germany in 
1933, as they did in 1920 before A. Mitchell 


Palmer, and the consequences will be more. 


disastrous for liberalism than for the Com- 
munists.“ 

These significant words should be taken 
to heart before it is too late.

„ Five million dollars in three months! 

That was the net profit cleared by Beth- 
lehem Steel in the three-month period end- 
ing Sept. 30 — a gain of 1,000 per cent over 
the same period of the preceding year!

As if our work of lining up sup- 
port for Brother Chamberlain's war 
weren't difficult enough what with 
that loudmouth Lord Linlithgow (I 
mean Brother Linlithgow) telling 
the people of India to go to hell 
and with that dlabbermouth, 
Brother Duff-Cooper, coming over 
here and saying that Britain wants 
to restore a prince of the Haps- 
burg House to rule over Germany. 

All this loose talk makes it very 
dificult for us to expel workers 
from the ALP for refusing to pledge 
their lives to Brother Chamberlain. 

But Brother Chamberlain's speech 
about the Soviet Union is the hard- 
est blow of all. No doubt he had 


some new trick up his sleeve, but 
it was a terrible shock to me. Can't 
you do something about it, Brother 
Rose? After all you've gone through 
in recent weeks in behalf of Brother 
Chamberlain, surely he ought to be 
willing to take some advice from 
you. Put the case strongly to him, 
Brother Rose. Let him understand 
that if he were a member of the 
ALP and he made a statement like 
the one he made in Parliament the 
other day, it would be our sacred 
duty to expel him from the ALP 
and to bounce anyone wha, might 
ever have seconded a motion made 
by him at one of our meetings. 

Brother Rose, with you I dedicate 
my life to leading the working class 
wherever the imperialists say—even 
if it means death itself; that is, 
death for the workers. But, after 
all, Brother Rose, no one should 
make our work unnecessarily hard 
if he can help it.

Two Years of Social 
Education in Shensi 


CHUNGKING (By Mail). — Shensi 
Province has, since the outbreak of the hos- 
tilities, given much attention to social edu- 
cation. Free schools for children, supple- 


mentary education for the uneducated 
grown-ups, Sun Yat-sen schools for a special area in 
northern Shensi, audio-visual education for the popu- 
lace, circuit dramatic and singing troupes, and people's 
ucational institutes for the common people, are all 
maintained by the provincial education bureau. 

Of the province's 1,253,900 children of school age, 
614,823 are receiving education from 432 public and 
private primary schools, 992 lower primary schoclis, 
7,341 Pao schools, 1,604 short course schools, 634 short 
course classes, 137 circuit teaching classes, and 268 
improved Confucius schools. The five last named types 
of schools, totalling 10,074, are free schools for poorer 
children and about 350,000 youngsters are thus edu- 
cated. The bureau has ordered for 1939 the estab- 
lishment of 13,423 schools of these kinds, an increase 
of 3,349 institutions. 


Plans have been made to educate the 3,700,000 
illiterate grown-ups in Shensi within a year by giving 
them two months of school education. Of these 
1,600,000 will be taught in 8,000 Pae schools by having 
50 students in one class every two months. The 80 
middle schools and people's education institutes will 
teach 32,000 people. Three hundred independent peo- 
ple’s schools will educate 120,000. Another 160,000 will 
be taught in 400 complete primary schools. 

However, the majority of the province's illiterates 
will be educated by the army, militia and peace 
preservation corps. Every member of the 
preservation corps, every new conscript of the 
training camps and every inmate of the base 
tals in Shensi will be taught by their political 
Every factory hand will be taught in classes estab- 
lished by factory owners. The Shensi militia corps, 
which give local civilians three-month or two-month 
military training in rotation, will also teach every 
man in the corps to read and write. These military 
organizations will teach 1,600,000 men in one year 
without cost to the Shensi Provincial Education Bureau. 


On account of local conditions in northern Shensi, 
special Sun Yat-sen people's schools are established 
there to give what the Shensi educational program 
calls the “special education.” The work was first 
started in 1937 with a grant of $20,000 from the Min- 
istry of Education and 5,437 students were taught in 
133 classes in that year. Another 8,444 students Were 
educated in 70 Sun Yat-sen schools and a large num- 
ber were taught by the two circuit teaching corps with 
22 roving teachers. The ministry has raised its grant 
to $103,074 for 1939, and the provincial bureau has 
ordered the increase of the Sun Yat-sen people's 
schools in northern Shensi to 100, and the circuit 
teaching corps to six. One hundred and sixty-five new 
teachers have been trained to supplement the existing 
staff of 110 for these schools. They are to teach the 
people improved production methods, health education, 


self-defense and true citizenship besides reading and 


writing. 

The bureau issued in February, 1938, 300,000 copies 
of a wartime people's textbook which is used by all the 
social education institutions throughout the province, 
It is now _yeprinting textbocks prepared by the Min- 
istry of Education for use in the province as part of 
its means of solving the book famine in Shensi. 


Five Medical Colleges 
In Yunnan Province 
CHUNGKING (By Mail).—Of the dozen chinese 


medical schools that have moved from the coastal 
areas to the interior, Yunnan Province accommodated 
five. They are: the Medical College of the National 
Tungchi University, the Medical Department of the 
National Yunnan University, the Medical College of 
the National Sun Yat-serr University, the Chungtseng 
Medical College and the Shanghai Medical College. 
The removal of these institutions to Yunnan has al- 
ready brought many benefits of modern medical science 
to the province. Their presence is expected to help 
reduce the present high rate of mortality and to im- 
prove the physical well-being of the Yunnanese. 
Other medical institutions which moved to West 
China are located in Chengtu—the Medical College of 
the National Central University and the Tseeloo Med - 
ical College of Shantung; Kweiyang—the Hsiangyah 
or the “Yale in China” Medical College of Changsha, 


the Northwest University and Chungking—the Kiangsu 
Provincial Medical College. 

Heading the list of the “Big Five” 
colleges in Yunnan is the Medical College of the Na- 
tional Tungchi University, which has already con- 
cluded its first semester of work in its new home in 
Kunming. With an enrolment of 237 students and a 
staff of more than 30 professors and assistants, this 
German-originated university, which has colleges of 
medicine, engineering and science, is continuing to 
tram young Chinese doctors for public service. Divided 
into the research institutes of pathology, 


its advanced students. Dr. T. C. Chao recently ap- 
pointed to head the university, is concurrently director 
of the medical college. 


tively serving. Besides working in the wounded hos- 
pitals under the Army Medical Service of the Ministry 
of War, many Tungchi doctors are serving in 
National Red Cross Society of China and other public 
health organizations. Wher the war broke out in 
Shanghai in August, 1937, the whole medical force of 
Tungchi University participated in the relief of 
wounded soldiers and refugees in three specially- 
assigned hospitals in that city. 

The Medical College of the Sun Yat-sen University, 


ture had an enrolment of 2,800 students last semester. 
Approximately 250 of them are preparing to be medical 
doctors. 

In the neighborhood of Kunming are also found 
the Chungtseng Medical College and the Shanghai 
Medical College formerly of Nanchang, and Shanghai, 
respectively. Shifting from impressive-buildings in the 
coastal areas to mud sheds in Yunnan, they are all 
working in fine spirits and are not only training more 
medical workers for China but also helping to intro- 
duce medical science to this remote province.

* ONE of the late Thorne Smith's most charming fan- 

tasies, the novel named “The Straw Lamb,” a quite 
ordinary and respectable suburban Babbitt wakes up in 
bed one morning to discover that he has turned into a 
black, lusty stallion. 

You can imagine that such a sudden transformation 
is enough to upset any man. If the process took five or 
ten years, like some familiar disease whose symptoms 
have been charted as accurately as New York harbor by 


the medicos, it is certain that even a Nicholas Murray 
Butler might grow reconciled to being a horse. 

But when it happens overnight, the adjustment becomes a task 
for heroes. At first, the hero of Thorne Smith's tale sheds a tear or 
two, because he had gotten so used to being a man, and does not want 
to be a horse. He finds that he can't scratch his back any longer, and 
that is sad. He has to learn how to walk safely on parquet floors and 
how to eat and even enjoy grass. Water, sucked out of a bucket, is 
something strange and new to a man who liked cocktails. And not 


being able to answer back at his wife's nagging is certainly a depriva- 
tion 


But then the hero begins to enjoy his new status. He sees himself 
in a mirror, and grows vain of those fine new muscles and sleek black 
hair. He feels more full of exuberant libido than he ever knew was 
possible in his desk-bound human life. And it is fun to gallop naked 
and unashamed along the familiar suburban streets, chasing your 
prosy commuter friends, and frightening them out of their wits. The 
man-horse begins to have a swell time, until a week later he turns 
into a goldfish in a glass bowl, which means a new and painful re- 
adjustment. 

It was Ovid, I believe, who first made literature out of this fable 
of the metamorphoses.
